Letters from Swifferland fay, that the Trade is 
opened again betwixt France and the Canton of 
Bafil ; that the Perfons who were apprehended at 
Hunningenare releafed ; artd that the Bailiff Frey, 
who was {enr’to France trom the Canton abour that 
Affair, has, fince his Return, been made a Privy 
Counfellor. 

The Letters ftom France, confirm the Difgrace 
of M. Chauvelin, Secretary of State for foreign 
Affairs ; and that he is fucceedéd in that Office by 
M. Amelot de Chaillon, who was Intendanr of the 
Finances; and that the Seals, of which he was 
Keeper, were given to M. Dagnefleau, the Chan- 
cellor of France, to whofe Office that of Keeper of 
the Seals isnow annexed. After M. Chauvelin had 
furrendered the Seals to the Count de Maurepas, 
who was fent for them by the King, he delred to 


‘{peak with Cardinal de Fleury, but was told, that 


his Eminency was bufy. He was then conducted, by 
Order of the King, to Grosbois, by a Party of the 
Guards and fome Mufquereers, the latter of whom, 
are to remain there with him. The Motives of his 
Difgrace are varioufly reported. Some {ay ‘tis owing 
to certain Intrigues of bis with Spain : Orhers, that 
fince the Return of the Marfhal de Noailles from 
Italy, there has been a Difcovery of feveral Things 
that contributed to rhe Delay of the Evacuations in 
that Country ;* and that npon this Occafion, the 
Marfhal and M. Chauvelin had high Words. Per- 
fons who have been Attentive to afl the Circum- 
ftances of this Affair, obferve, that the Day before 
the King fent te Demand the Seals of rhat Minifter, 
his Majefty had a private Conference, of above two 
Hours, with the Cardinal de Fleury. ‘The fame 
Day a Mifunderftanding happened at Verfailles, 
with Regard to the Marquis de la Mina, the Spa- 
nifh Ambaflador, who going to the Cardinal de 
Fleury’s Apartment to fpeak with him upon Bufinefs, 
was told by the Perfon in waiting ia the Anti- 
chamber, who probably had miflaken his Orders, that 
the Cardinal was indifpoied and would fee nobody. 
But the Duke of Orleans, and the Duke de Duras, 
coming in foon afrer, were both admirted, while the 
Ambaffador was flill in the Antichamber, at which 
he went away in Digutt. The Cardinal being in- 
form'd of it, was very forry for the Miltake, and 
fent an Apology to the Ambaflador, and to defire 
bim to return ; but thar Minifler beg'd to be excus’d, 
and immediately difpatched a Courier to give am 
Account of this Affront to his Court.
